MsvEflTY's Government, does crediL 
lo lhe colnrty, and ought In tell much 
in our favour wilh lhe Downing street 
authorities. 

The first four of Mr. Scorr's commam ■ 
cations relale almost exclusively to the 
then pending question of frown Land 
Occupation — a questiun lo which we need 
nut now revert, except to express our sa- 
tjsf.itlion with Mr. .Sioti's linn hut pru- 
dently managed npposiliun to the high 
upset price, and lo the arrogant policj- 
which vests i.ur lerrilorial administration 
encfusively in the hands of the Birculive, 
1 lie honorable gentleman sees thrne twu 
cardinal points in their proper light. 

The fifth and sixth are principally on 
theiuhjecl uf Sleuin Communication be- 
tween England and the Australian Colo- 
nies. Here, also, our AaarsT has exerted 
himself manfully, and with every prospect 
of tucceat. " Nothing," he observes, 
14 but a more direcl, rapid, and immediate 
communication wilh HngLand, will gain 
to Australia that attention to 
which her importance entitle* her . I 
believe that nothing will conduce 
more to cnute this— certainly nothing ail! 
if ml more to the emigration of er pital, 
and tkeremth 'aOtwr- — than a more direct 
intrrcuune with Great Britain." Though 
giving a preference, himself, to the route 
from Singapore , via Torres Straits, to Syd- 
ney, as lhe shortest, and presenting greater 
advantages for steam than any other, Mr. 
Scoit is yet alive to the vail benefits uf 
this great enterprise, whalerer direction it 
may ultimately take. " Companies, or 
individuals," he says," ina) differ as to 
lhe particular roule which ought to be 
chosen, and particular parlies may have 
an interest in giving the preference to the 
one over lhe ulher ; but there can be no 
doubt lhat nay line will be advantageous, 
and thai if a better line than that first ', 
adopted lie afterwards found unt, the tolo- [ 
niea will benefit more by an early commu- 
cation than by delay while parlies differ, 
and are unable lo agree un the preferable 
line ; and one being eerai/urW, any brtter 
lint will auuredly folios' " We fully 
agree with tint i and entertain nut ihe 
slightest doubt, that if our steam commu- 
njcation begin with the western or Cape 
line, it will sooq be transferred, at the 
• in tale uf experience, to the northern or 
India line. To Mr. Scott's sixth letter 
■re subjoined copies uf the Kepurl of the 
Sub-cummiltec un Meam Communication 
with Australia, and of the leller transmit- 
ting the same to Earl <ji» T . These do- 
cument! haye already been laid before our 
readert. 

In hit seven Lh leller, dated 1st Febru- 
ary, 1 1*17, Mi. Piiitt touches upon trans- 
portation and emigration. Respecting 
the former he yery justly remarkt — " The 
period uf the discontinuance of the trtni- 
portalion of convicts to the Aus- 
tralian setllemenls, ouoht to pro re 
a happy epich in tht history of thru 
ptue—oHi of the Crown," To this 
■enUrneiit we of course heartily respond 
Of emigration he s*ys, " (he policy wilh 
regnd to the disposal of colonial lands, 
and Lhe liberal terms offered Ly lhe 
L tilled States, unfortunately divert [he 
stream of emigration to foreign shores." 
In Ihe tubsen,uent Letter, dated 1st March 
last, lie remarks : " I need not repeat to 
you Ihe constant objection urged against 
emigration undertaken on a large scale, 
vis!., that the cost of a passage to Ans- 
tralia exceeds that tu North America, 
the passage mouty lo Kritish America, 
being hardly £i or £5. Il is s arcely, 
they say, to be expected that Ihe Imperii! 
Treasury should pay fouT timet thst in in 
lo ciirry emigrants to New South Wales. 
The genetal remark is, that the Colonial 
Treasury thould bear tha burden of Ihe 
excess." To thit burden the colon isls 
have expressed, in a recent peti- 
tion la the Legislature Council, 
then willing neii lo so bin it. [f 
Kngland would pay at much of the ex- 
pense aa would sent to carry emigrants 
to the Irantailatitie colonies. New South 
Wales would cheerfully pay the remain- 
der, Let ut hope, that when this fact 
becomes known to the Home Govern- 
ment, some Miiug will be done to tend out 
copious supplies of labour, 

The ninth and lost letter in Mr. h'cJTT'f 
■tries, dated let May Last, touches on a 
variety of subjetlf— the Orders in Council 
—the movement reepecting an emigration 
Joan from the Union Bank— and lhe 
several projects fur steam aavigatiun, The 
only point we need particularly notice has 
reference to the elective rights of the 
squatters. " The question of the elective 
franchise, which musl necessarily be 
affected by the lerrilorial diitrlbution, it* 
tubject which, I believe, will engage the 
early attention of the Colonial Depart- 
ment." That the squatters ought to be 
directly represented in our legislature, 
by _m embers of their own choice, 
will be denied by few— Ihe few 
who take the extreme views, and pailici- 
p»le itt the exaggerated appre hensiont, of 
the honorable and Icimed member for 
Auckland. That lespectahle body of colo- 
nists, the squatlere, betides being the prin- 
cipal contributors tu the wealth of thr com- 
munity, are alto contributors, and contri- 
butors inavery large proportion, lo the 
general revenue. It it only fair, there- 
I fore, it is nothing but rigid political 
: justice, that they should have a voice in the 
legislation by which that wealth it 
affected, and lhat revenue dieburied. 

Having adverted to the main topics 
j of Mr. !scorr'« part of the Correspon- 
dence, we shall hereafter notice the Com- 
mit tee h a part.
